WILL BE A BARON. 


A Resolution its Adopted by the 
Senate Requiring the President 
to Submit Correspondence 


(EGCGULAN ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The Senate 
worked today, while the House enjoyed 
@ recess, but most of the business 
transacted was of @ routine character. 

Mr. Hoar showed @ disposition to co- 
operate with the President in dealing 
with the Turkish gttestion, by offering 
a resolution denotncing the recent 
atrocities in Turkey, and assuring the 
executive branch of cordial indorse- 
ment by Congress of a vigorous course 
for the protection of American citizens 
in Turkey, and the suppression of bar- 
barities against Christianity. 

Mr. Hoar did not ask immediate ac- 
tion on the resolution, but he secured 
the adoption of another resolution re- 
questing the President to submit to the 
Senate all correspondence relating to 
Turkey. The resolution makes specific 
inquiry as to what American corsuls 
are absent from their posts by reason 
of the disorder prevailing. 

The first formal speech of the session 
was made by Senator Allen, a Popu- 
list of Nebraska, on Cuba and the Mon- 
roe doctrine. Mr. Allen urged the rec- 
ognition of the Cuban insurgents, 
the annexation of Cuba, and a strong 
foreign policy. ‘ 

The influx of bills continued, several 
hundred being edded to those already 
introduced, 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—SENATE. 
Senator Mitchell. of Oregon presented 
a letter and acoempanying records to 
the Senate from H. A. Dupont, claim- 
ing the right to be admitted as a Sena- 
tor from Delaware, Delaware's Demo- 
cratic Senator, moved that 
the privileges of the fi be given to 
his Republican qu&si-colleague, pend- 
ing a determination of the case. Du- 
pont was brought in and introduced. 

Senator Chandler of New Hamp- 
shire presented a mass of petitions al- 
leging fraud in Alabama, and claiming 
the election.as Governor of Reuben P. 
Kolbe. 

Several petitions for the recognition 
of the Cuban insurgents: were offered. 
Senator Squire of Washington, in in- 
troducing a bill for fortifications at At- 
tantic, Pacific and lake ports, said the 
Senate was being asked to extend rec- 
Ognition to Cuban belligerents, and 
firmly re-assert the Monroe doctrine. 
“We are talking of thege matters as 
though we had a chip on our should- 
ers,”’ he added, “and we go on in bliss- 
ful ignorance of our inaction as to 
the unfortified condition of our ports.” 

Senator Hoar of Massachusetts of- 
fered the following: 

‘Resolved, that the Senate will sup- 
port the President in the most vigor- 
ous action he may deem fit to take for 
the protection and security of Ameri- 
can citizens in Turkey and to obtain re- 
dresg for the injuries committed upon 
such citizens there. 

“Resolved, That the President be re- 
quested to make known to the govern- 
ment of Turkey the strong feeling of 
regret and indignation with which the 
people of America heard of the injuries 
inflicted upon persons of the Christian 
faith in Turkey, and the American peo- 
ple cannot be expected to regard with 
indifference any repetition or continu- 
ance of such wrongs.” 

Yesolution went to the Committee 
on Foreign Relations. Another resolu- 
tion by Senator Hoar, requesting in- 
formation from the President as to the 
correspondence with Turkey was 
passed. 

Senator Allen’s resolution defining 
the American foreign policy was taken 
up and Senator Allen urged recogni- 
tion of the revolutionists and the an- 
nexation. of. Cuba. He declared the 
foreign policy of the United States had 
been a hiss and by-werd for twenty- 
five years. He specified the inaction 
in the case of Mrs. Maybrick, and ex- 
Consul Waller. The Senator strongly 
urged the re-assertion of the Monroe 
doctrine, so breadened as to secure the 
ultimate withdrawal of monarchical de- 
pendencies from this continent. The 
resolution was temporarily laid aside, 
and the Senate, after ten minutes of 
ene session, adjourned at 1:05 
o’cloc 


POPULISTS HANG TOGETHER. 


THEODORE HAVEMEYER TO RE- 
CEIVE PATENTS OF NOBILITY. 


The Emperor of Austria Honors 

Ex-Consal General—What 
the "Sugar King” Says About It. 
Will Eschew Politics. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Theodore A. Havemeyer is 
about to be created a baron. An im- 
perial emmissary from the court of 
Austria, bearing patents of nobility and 
the insignia of the Order of Leopold, is 
expected to arrive in New York next 
week. He is Franz Ritter von Stock- 
inger, and will succeed the “sugar 
king,” in the office of consul-generai, 
which Havemeyer intends to vaoate, as 
soon as possible. Havemeyer said to- 
day it was very probable he would be 
accorded the honor of nobility. . 

“IT daresay it is true,” he added, “but 
I do not feel like making any comment 
at present on a matter of such a char- 
acter. After the ceremony would be 
a fitter time to talk about it.” In aec- 
cepting the order of nobility, Have- 
meyer will renounce all political ambi- 
tion he may have so far as this course 
is concerned. Havemeyer is American 
born, though much of his time has been

They Will Give No Support to the 
Other Parties. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The Popu- 
list members of the Senate, at a meet- 
ing yesterday, took a step which prob- 
ably will prevent the re-organization ct 
the Senate by the Republicans, the for- 
mer deciding to stand together. against 
the old parties. Senators Peffer, Allen 
Kyle and Butler, who are ranked as 
straight Populists, and Senators. Jones 
and Stewart of Nevada, upon whom 
some Republicans have counted fer as- 
sistance in the case of an effort to re- 
organize, were present. There wag n> 
dissent against the proposition to stand 
together on the question of organization 
and give no support to either of the 
old parties in the election of officers of 
the Senate or other party matters. 

Those present also decided to noni:i- 
nate their own candidates for various 
offices, in case other parties place can- 
didates in the field. The Populists 
agreed that, this step once taken, they 
would stand by their candidates solidly 
to the end. The Republicans lack three 
of a majority, and will lack one after 
the Utah Senators come in.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The Repub- 
lican Senatorial caucus was in session 
about fifteen minutes today.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The Post to- 
morrow will say that after the Senate 
Republican caucus adjourned today the 
discovery was made that one of the 
Senate rules allows the appointment’ of 
members of committees, except the 
chairman, by a plurality of the votes 
cast. Inquiry shows this rule, the ex- 
istence of which had been forgotten, 
was put into operation as long. ago as 
1820, and has continued in force since. 
It has become practically obsolete by 
reason of the fact that for many years 
the majority and minority sides have 
arranged their representations respec- 
tively, and the slate thus prepared has 
been agreed to by unanimous consent, 
without the formality of a ballot. 

The existence of this rule preeents a 
most interesting phase of the Senate 
situation. Under it the Republicans 
can elect the members of the commit- 
tee, except the chairman, because they 
have, beyond doubt, a plurality in the 
Senate, unless all the Populists shc uld 
vote with the Democrats against them. 
PROVIDING FOR COAST-DEFENSE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Senator 
Squire of Washington today introduced 
an important bill to provide a general 
system of fortifications for coast de- 
fense. It appropriates $87,000,000 to be 
expended during the next twelve years, 
at the important ports of the country, 
such.as New York, San Francisco, 
Philadelphia, New Orleans and others, 
not only on the sea coast, but on the 
Great Lakes, the navigable rivers and 
the estuaries of the sea, such as Puget 
Sound and Hampton Roads. 

The bill has aiso the approval and 
was drawn in accordance with the 
views, and after consultation with the 
Chief of Ordinance, and theChlief of En- 
gineers of the army. 


NEW BILLS INTRODUCED, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Among the 
many bills and resolutions introduced 
in the Senate today were the following: 

By Senator Lodge, to amend the im- 
migration laws; excluding all immi- 
grants between fourteen and sixty 
years of age who cannot both read and 
write the English language; by Senator 
Gray, to Incorporate the International 
American Bank in accordance with the 
recommendations of the International 
American Conference; by Senator Hale. 
to reorganize the personnel of the navy; 
this bill is the same as presented by 
Senator Butler in the last Congress; 
Senator Lodge, by request, a bill ap- 
propriating $100,000 for the encourage- 
ment of aerial navigation; by Senator 
Baker, removing the bar of Iimitation 
in suits brought by laborers or mechan- 
ics against the United States for work 
done; by Senator Voorhees, increasing 
all pensions granted under the act of 

, to $12... 

Senator Sherman’ Teintroduced his 
bill of the last session. to fix a uniform 
standard classification and grading of 
grain. Senator Sherman also presented 
a bill for the readjustment and in- 
crease of pensions granted on account 
of the loss of limbs. 

Senator Voorhees introduced a bill 
providing punishment for persons guilty 
of contempt of United States courts. 
The bill makes moving about, taiking, 
or the making of gestures while a court 
is sitting, an act of contempt, and pro- 
vides punishment either by fine or im- 
prisonment.

CLEVELAND A COWARD, 


REED AND SHERMAN 
THIS POINT. 


AGREE ON 


The Financial Feature of the Presi- 
dent’s Message not Up to Ex- 
pectations—A Chance for Tariff-+ 
makers and Financiers, 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Speaker Reed declined to be 
interviewed tonight on the probable ac- 
tion of Congress on the President's rec- 
ommendations for the retirement of 
greenbacks. To his friends, however, 
he has not been so reticent, and he has 
said that the President's action was 
cowardly, in that he did not refer at all 
to the real situation of the lack of 
revenue. Mr. Reed is opposed to the 
retirement of greenbacks. 

What the Speaker will notably urge 
upon the House is what all leading Re- 
publicans of that body seem to advise, 
namely, the revision of certain. tariff 
schedules on protection lines to such 
an extent as will furnish sufficient rev- 
enue to meet the expenditures of gov- 
ernment without intrenching on the 
gold reserve. 

Senator Sherman, when seen tonight, 
said flatly that he would not be in fa- 
vor of following the recommendations 
of the President on the financial ques- 
tion, and said he was disapponted in 
the financial feature of the document. 
He said that the President had not 
treated the financial question with his 
usual frankness, and to that extent it 
was disappointing. 

“In this instance,” said the Senator, 
“Mr. Cleveland has practically ignored 
the present tariff law, which he repudi- 
ated. and then permitted to become a 
law without his signature. I am sur- 
prised that he should have dodged one 
great point in the pending financial 
discussion. He does not treat the ques- 
tion of the depletion of the gold reserve 
with his usual franknees and courage.” 

The Senator said Mr. Cleveland was 
never regarded. as an able financier, 
and that in this instance he displayed 
either inability or lack of courage to 
meet the question squarely and tell the 
country that the revenues of the coun- 
try are not sufficient to meet the an- 
nual expenditures. It would have be-n 


more noble for him to tell the country.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The Turk- 
ish legation has received from the Sub- 
lime Porte the following report of the 
Armenian troubles at Trebizond, signed 
by the civil and military officials, the 
Ulemans and notables of the vilayet, 
*Mussulman, Greek, Orthodox and Cath- 
olic: 
“Gen. Bahri of Van, 
who spent several days at Trebizond, 
in--returning from Van, and Haldi 
Pasha, commander of the ‘Redifs’ at 
Trebizond, in company with Razi Ham, 
the Persian Consul at Trebizond, Hadji 
Omer Effendi, the director of the posts 
and telegraphs, and Sulieman Bey, the 
commander of the mounted police of 
vilayet; were crossing on Wednesday, 
the 2d of October, 1895, at 6 o'clock in 
the afternoon, the Ouzoun Sokak street, 
which goes into the Charki Square, 


jin the city itself of Trebizond, when 


a certain Armenak, a servant in the 
employ of the Armenian bishop of Tre- 
bizond, and who was suspected of be- 
ing affiliated with the revolutionary 
committee, and another individual, also 
an Armenian, fired on them several 
times with revolvers, wounding Bahri 
Pasha in the calf of the leg, and Haldi 
Pasha in the foot. Armenak and his ac- 
complice were immediately arrested. 
“This incident, being the first to 
occur in Trebizond since the Armenian 
subjects of the Ottoman empire had 
commenced to commit crimes and to 
enter into rebellion in different parts of 
the empire, caused, naturally, a cer- 
tain emotion to the population. Two 
days later, on the following Friday, 
at about 9 o'clock at night, several 
Mussulmans belonging to the trades 
union, having met in the Vasatl 
quarter. with a certain Hatchik, a son 
of a barber named Slepene, who was 
being sought by the police as being 
incriminated in the attack on the two 
Pashas; they addressed him in these 
terms: ‘Stop; where are you escaping 
to? You are sought by the authorities.’ 
“Hatchik, instantly drawing out his 
revolver, fired upon them a number of 
times. Rhami Effendi, who happened 
to be passing in a neighboring street, 
heard the shots, and wishing to know 
their cause, turned into the street from 
which came the noise, but being seen 
he was instantly shot and 
ed. 


“This second incident, following so 
closely upon the first, caused great ex- 
citement, and at the sound of the shots 
the population in the neighboring quar- 
ters precipitated itself into the streets, 
some carrying arms and some un- 
armed. A rumor Zad been circulated to 
the effect that t Armenians had gone 
to the government houses and assassi- 
nated the vali, the populace immedi- 
ately marched in that direction from 
which arose a great confusion, and 
blocking of the adjoining streets. How- 
ever, the civil and military authorities 
and also the zaplies and agents of the 
police, assisted by the prominent citi- 


-| zens of the city, having stationed them- 


selves at the entrance of the streets, 
finally succeeded in calming the mob 
and dispersing the crowd. They ex- 
plained that the Armenians had done 
nothing. 

“The repetition of shots by the Ar- 
menian conspirators and the non-arrest 
of one of their number and of his ac- 
complice had the effect of keeping up 
public agitation. On the other hand, 
the lack of confidence in the authori- 
ties and in the Mussulman population, 
which was exhibited by the Armenians, 
who no longer opened their shops, nec- 
essarily greatly accentuated the exist- 
ing feeling. 

“In view of this critical situation, a 
certain Father Mesrob, at the time act- 
ing representative of the Armerian 
bishop of Trebizond, and also the most 
prominent citizens of the city were 
summoned to the government house to 
a meeting, but only the bishop's repre- 
sentative and one merchant, a certain 
Mahouihan, answered the summons 
and presented themselves. They were 
implored to exert all their influence to 
prevent the repetition of such scenes, 
and were also requested to state where 
the two accused were in hiding, the ar- 
rest of whom’ would aid fh restoring 
tranquility. In reply to these exhorta- 
tions, however, the merchant declared 
that he had never interfered, and never 
would interfere, in the affairs of the 
community, and the priest replied on 
his side that he did not know the ac- 
cused, and that, judging from what he 
had heard, it would appear that the 
two pashas had been wounded by a sol- 
dier and that Rhami Effendi had been 
killed by a Mussulman, and he added 
that it would be well to arrest the real 
criminals and allow the arrested Ar- 
menians their liberty. 

“It was observed to them that both of 
the cases were of public notoriety, and, 
indeed, the accused had been seen n th> 
act. The first incident had occurred in 
daylight, and had been witnessed by a 
number of persons, and that as for 
Hatchik Slepane, he had not yet been 
arrested, and yet inhabited the city 
itself. It was therefore most improper 
that they should simulate igncrance 
and take the part of the criminais and 
Father Mesrob and the merchant were 
therefore again exhorted to heed the 
counsels of the authorities and to sum- 
mon the more prominent citizens to 
meet at their house to discuss the situ- 
ation and to reveal the hiding-place of 
the fugitives, amd thereby aid the au- 
thorities in calming the existing excite- 
ment. 


“These two incidents, having been. 


followed by the news of the riots in Con- 
stantinople, brought about by some Ar- 
menian vagabonds, the public excite- 
ment became greater than ever, every 
one became alarmed and the Armenians 
began to walk around armed to the 
teeth and not to open their stores. As 
since the day on which the first incident 


occurred, the Armenians of neighboring 
villages had commenced to swarm in 
the city, and the Governor-General, 
wishing to prevent, If possible, bloody 
riots, proceeded on the morning of Tues- 
day, the 8th of October, accompanied 
by the President of the municipality, 
to the market square, and there, in one 
of the principal stores, assembled © 
large number of prominent citizens, 
both Musswimans and Christians. They 
were asked not to cause trouble and t@ 
help quiet the people. 

“It was precisely at this moment, 
however, that shots were heard in the 
direction of the Chariks quarters. It 
was then about 10 o'clock. Owing to 
the existing confusion it was impossible 
to determine on which side the brawl 
began. In truth, it seemed that the 
more the imperial troops, the agents 
of the police, and Zaptires endeavored 
to suppress the riot, the greater be- 
came the audacity of the Armenians. 

“It was from their shops and bazara, 
from the windows of the upper stories, 
and, indeed, from anywhere and every- 
where that they fired at random on sol- 
diers, zaptires and citizens alike. The 
vali, during the troubles, procesded at 
once to the scene. Notwithstanding his. 
presence the shooting continued. direct- 
ed against the officers of the regular 
army and the zaptires, who, stationed 
before the shops, exhorted the rioters 
to drop their arms and place them- 
selves under the protection of the au- 
thorities who would know how to de- 
fend them. Indeed, they did not even 
rrespect the person of the at 
whom they fired. At sight of one soldier 
and one or two Mussulmans wounded 
and two others who were already dead, 
the agitation of the Mussulmans and 
Greeks, who had joined the braw', 
reached its climax. It was 3 o'clock 
before, with great trouble, they could 
re-establish order. Corpses lying in the 
Streets and in the shops were taken 
that same night to the wuntenanted 
stores and the wounded were conveyed 
to their homes or to the hospitals. 

“After the riot was put down, the 
Armenians who had remained shut up 
in the houses and stores were deprived 
of their guns. Until the calm should 
be entirely restored, they were lodged 


in the editices of the civil and military 
authorities. These individuals and fam- 
ilies who were deprived of means of 
support were cared for in some Mussul- 
‘Man houses and received bread and 
whatever was necessary for them Whiten 
order was finally restored, the old of- 
fenders and the others regained their 
own firearms. 

“The Ottoman subjects and the ctran- 
gers who had sought protection at the 
residences of the foreign consuls at 
the moment of the riot were conveyed 
to their homes; and, for the purpose of 
protecting them from an atttack, the 
foreign consulates and the schools and 
other religious establishments, as well 
as the residences of the foreigners, 
while the trouble lasted, were guarded 
by the regular troops and zaptires, Cer. 
tain particular families were lodged for 
protection in the houses of prominent 
Mussulman citizens and whereve~ the 
zaptires and the troops failed, it wags 
the Mussulman and Christian leaders 
and leading men who took their places. 

After the complete suppression of 
the troubles, an elaborate inquest was 
held to discover the author of the first 
shots. It was discovered that on the 
morning of Tuesday, the 8th of October, 
the day of the riot, that several riot- 
ers were expected from Constantinople 
by the Austrian steamer. An unusual 
assembling of Armenians having taken 
place near the wharf, popular curios- 
ity was excited. Among the letters dis- 
tributed was one addressed to a cer- 
tain Charvarch of Erzindjan, who lived 
at the han, immediately opposite the 
town hall, which is situated on Charkis 
square. This letter contained details 
of the troubles at Constantinople and 
announced the death of the brother of 
the person it was addressed to, 

“This person,the moment he had read 
the letter, placed himself at the win- 
dow of his room and commenced to fire 
wildly on all the passers-by, contending 
that it was thus that one should act 
under such circumstances. Immedi- 
ately afterward four or five shots were 
fired from the stores of Diaradourian, 
opposite the han and under the town 
hall. These shots were followed -by 
others fired by the Armenians assem- 
bled at the landing. It was thus that 
the crowd which found itself in the 
square and the adjoining streets were 
obliged to respond. 

“The fact that some of these who 
fired during the riots from the win- 
dows of Armenians” houses, were in- 
habitants of neighboring villages who 
had only come to town that morning, 
and that the first shots were indeed 
fired by them; that simultaneously 
with the commencement of the riot, the 
shops had been closed; that the Ar- 
menians had knowledge themselves of 
all these facts, and, finally, that the 
officers of the army and of the zaptires 
who exhorted them to submission and 
the laying down of their arms, were 
greeted by shots, and also all that nad 
been stated hereabove, proves conclu- 
sively that the rioters had decided to 
cause a great slaughter throughout the 
country. 

“It is worthy of remark, however, 
that the above-mentioned Charvarch of 
Erzindjan, from whose room the first 
shot was fired, notwithstanding that he 
was proved to be affiliated with the 
revolutionary committee and was also 
proved guilty of several crimes, prof- 
ited by the amnesty graciously ac- 
corded by His Imperial Majesty. the 
Sultan, as did also the Diaradourians, 
who were among the most suspected.” 

A LETTER FROM GLADSTONE. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.-—The Press 
Club of Chicego has had an address 
from some speeker of some distinction 
in the Auditorium every yéar for sev- 
eral years. They invited Mr. Giadstone 
for 1896. and the Mayor of Chicago sup- 
plemented the request with a cordial 
letter inviting Mr. Gladstone and his 
family. These letters were sent to Mr, 
Depew to be forwarded witha personal 
letter from him. The following is Mr. 
Glaedstone’s answer: 

“HAWARDEN CASTLE, 
“CHESTER, Nov. 4. 1895. 

“Dear Mr. Depew: I have had the 
honor to receive your letter which for- 
wards the invitation of the Press Club, 
accompanied and countenmanced by the 
gvacious address of the Mayor of the 
great city of Chicago. 

“I cannot too strongly express my 
sense of the honor done me, I 
wish to add that in my opinion no 
cause more sacred and none more ur- 
gent than that of the Armenians has 
ever been brought before the citizens 
of humane and enlightened conntries. 
It is for the moment enveloped, so far 
as the public is concerned, in uncer- 
tainty. but yet there are indications 
that the handwriting on the wall which 
werned one ancient despot of his com- 
ing doom, can again be traced visibly 
enough to betoken some approaching 
crash of a system of government far 
more impious and more iniquitous. 

“With these feelings, I still must not 
blind myself to the facts of my situa- 
tion. After my long public life, I can 
attempt no public action without con- 
sidering much besides the truth, and 
even the importance of what I might 
have to say, and I am far from cons 
vVineed that my undertaking a public 
progress (for such it would be,) at the 
present time, would be beneficial to the 
Armenian cause. Burt all reasoning on 
such auestions is cut short By an un- 


desirable physical unfitness. The Dilesa- 
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THURSDAY MORNING, 


ing of good health is still vouchsafed 
to me, but diminishing strength, im- 

vision, and growing deofness 
neapacitate me from public efforts, 
which more weighty considerations 
might lead me to undertake, and con- 
fine my intercourse to others, to what 
is purely private, and of a restricted 


character. 

“I send this reply with much regret, 
with too full an assurance of its neces- 
sity. In conclusion, let me hope that 
the influence of your great and, in such 
@ matter, necessarily impartial country, 
will be powerfully used in the cause 
of right.

RUSSIA'S ATTITUDE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 3, via Sofia, 
Dec. 4—(By Atlantic Cable.) It be- 
came known today, to the surprise of 
ekeptics, that Russia is really in accord 
with the powers and the Sultan need 
look for no sympathy from the Czar or 
his advisers in anything tending to 
thwart the determination of the powers 
to have order restored throughout the 
Turkish empire and measures taken for 
the protection of the lives and property 
of all the Christian subjects of the Sul- 


tan. This news has spread a dismal 


spell over the Yildiz Kiosk, and Minis- 
ters have been in almost constant at- 
tendance upon the Sultan ever since. 

It is understood that the concentra- 
tion of troops at Marash is about com- 
pleted, and an advance upon Zeitoun 
may be expected any day. It is believed 
that no mercy will be shown the Ar- 
menian insurgents there, in spite of 
promises to the powers. 

A feeling of panic prevails at Caesa- 
rea, all Armenian stores are closed and 
the most valuable goods were removed 
and hidden. Armenians as a rule are 
barricaded in the houses, and the peo- 
ple here are in dread of hearing of a 
further and much more extensive out- 
break, in spite of the precautions which 
the government says Turkish officials 
have taken.

THE MILITARY POLICY EFFICA- 

CIOUS. 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—The Times to- 
morrow will publish a dispatch from 
Constantinople, which says: 

“The military policy adopted here 
has proved efficacious, since no disturb- 
ances have occurred for eight weeks. 
Even the arrest of Armenians, though 
represented as acts of barbarity, are, 
in principle, highly judicious, because 
they rid the city of a somewhat dan- 
gerous element. In some cases the 
choice of subjects is infelicitous, but on 
the whole the measure is distinctly ben- 
eficial. The city is resuming its tran- 
quil aspect. 

“Thus, the Sultan has a strong argu- 
ment for opposing the entrance of the 
guardships, and certainly the moral in- 
fluence of the combined European fleets 
waiting at the gates of the empire is 
immeasurably greater than the meére 
doubling of the warships.” 


THE POPE AND THE PATRIARCH. 


ROME, Dec. 4—The Observatoire 
Romano has a letter from Constanti- 
nople which says the Pope, immediately 
after he learned of the misery in Ar- 
menia, sent 50,000 lire to the Armenian 
patriarch, who has replied, cxpreasing 
his thanks. 

STATUS OF THE POWERS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 3, via Sofia, 
Bulgaria, Dec. 4—(By Atlantic Cable. 
Associated Press Copyright, 1895.) Yes- 
terday, after the meeting of the am- 
bassadors, it was rumored that Sir 
Philip Currie, the British Ambassador, 
had notified the Porte that Great Brit- 
ain gave the Sultan until Saturday next 
in which to issue the firmans demanded 
and that if they were not forthcoming 
by that time an extra British guard- 
ship would pass the straits without the 
Sultan's permission. 

This report was coupled with the 
statement that Italy indorsed the ac- 
tion of Great Britain in the matter. 
Some color was given to it by the un- 
precedented activity of Italian arsenals 
and by the fact that the rumor was 
current at Rome, Berlin, Paris and this 
city, but diligent inquiry here among 
the diplomatic corps and in Turkish 
government circles failed to obtain a 
confirmation of the report. But Sir 
Philip Currie undoubtedly seems to 
have made some important communi- 
cation, the nature of which is not 
known to Tewfik Pasha, the Turkish 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. 

When Great Britain threatened to 
force the passage of the Dardanelles, if 
the firmans for the passing in of extra 
guardships were not granted, the Sul- 
tan appealed personally to the govern- 
mente of Russia, Austria, Germany and 
France, begging them not to press their 

In no case did the Sultan 
meet with success. 

Prince Lobanoff-Rostovsky, the Rus- 
sian Minister for Foreign Affairs, re- 
plied that he would sound the Cabinets 
of France, Germany and Austria on 
the subject. He did so, but, receiving 
nothing but unfavorable replies, he 
later informed the Turkish ambassa- 
dor at St. Petersburgh that he could 
see no reason to separate himself from 
the course followed by the other pow- 
ers in regard to the Eastern question. 
Thus, apparently, the Sultan was shown 
that he no longer has a backer in Eu- 
rope. 

To the relief of the Diplomatic 
Corps at least, news has at last been 
received from Zeitoun. These advices, 
which are from Turkish sources, state 
that Turkish delegates sent by the 
commander of the Turkish forces at 
Marash to treat with the insurgents for 
the surrender of Zeitoun, were halted 
outside of Zeitoun by an Armenian 
outpost. The message of which the 
Turks were bearers, was then con- 
veyed to the Armenian commander, 
but the delegates were not allowed to 
pass the outposts, and were not ad- 
mitted to Zeitoun. The delegates, 
however, were informed that the 400 
captured Turkish soldiers, who were 
said to have fraternized with the Ar- 
menians, had been released, with the 
exception of nine soldiers, who are al- 
leged by the Turks to have been mur- 
dered. It is believed that the were 
killed during the fighting which pre- 
ceded the surrender of the Turkish bat- 
talion.

THE KHARPUT DISORDER. 

LONDON, Dec. 5.—The Daily News 
this morning prints a long account of 
the Kharput disorders, which says that 
there was a slight attack on gee & 
November 10.. On Monday the Kurds 
and Turks attacked Huzehik and 
slaughtered many Christians. foldiers 
from Kharput went out to meet them 
and parleyed with the Turks before the 
attack began. It was plain that every- 
thing was planned, for the soldiers, in 
pretended defense of the Armenians, 
only fired over the heads of the Kurds. 
The Christians were shot down every- 
where. The American missionaries 
have written to their friends in Con- 
stantinople that Dr. Barnum applied to 
the military commander for protection. 
Some soldiers were sent, but they left 
directly except two, who demanded 
backsheesh for remaining. 

“We all entered the school building,” 
says the message from the American 
missionary, “and then Turkish officers 
summoned us out. We declined to 
come out, and told them we had no 
more confidence in them; that they 
could protect us there if their profes- 
sions were sincere, otherwise we would 
die there. At last a Circassian named 
Mehemet Bey came and recalled the 
soldiers and helped us to quench the 
fire. We were stripped of everything 
except the clothes we wore. On Tues- 
day Mehemet told us that he could no 
longer protect us in the college build- 
ing. But Dr. Barnum still declined to 
leave. The attack was renewed, but in 
a milder form, and an order came from 
the government to atop the attack.” 

All the Christians’ villages in the 
Kharput districts have been burned ex- 
cept Garmuni, and 400 persons are still 


in refuge with the American mission- 
aries. 


TALK OF AN ULTIMATUM. 

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The Daily . Tele- 
graph has a dispatch from Vienna 
which will be published tomorrow, and 
which reports that the powers have 
presented an ultimatum to the Porte 
threatening to force the passage to the 
Dardanelles unless firmans are issued 
within seventy-two hours, permitting 
the passage of a second guardship. No 
other epecial mention of the fact of an 
ultimatum having been jointly ~pre- 
sented to the Porte by the powers, 
having been received, the report is 
probably untrue. 

A Constantinople dispatch to. the 
Daily Telegraph says on this subject 
that unless a firman is soon issued the 
powers will send an ultimatum. This 
correspondent also says that the Sivas 
massacre lasted six days, and that 
thousands of Armenians were killed. 
Panic reigns among the Christians of 
Jerusalem and Beyrout. 


WILL NOT ARBITRATE. 


SALISBURY’S REPLY RESPECTING

CONFESSES MANY CRIMES. 


JOHN STONE ALLEGES THAT HE’s 
STEEPED IN GORE. 


Claims to Have Assisted in the Mur- 
der of Ten Men and to Have 
Had a Hand in a Train-robbery. 

His Tale Questioned. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

FORT WAYNE, (Ind.,) Dec. 4.—Wil- 
liam Stone. formerly a member of the 
Dalton gang, under sentence of ten 
years here for shooting Deputy Sheriff 
Harold, has confessed to committing 
murders in Chicago, Cleveland, Kansas 
City and several other places. His 
story is one of a life of murder, bur- 
glary, train and stage robbery. 

Stone says that he and his partner, 
Witiiam Walrath, killed a man at Kan- 
sas City in 1883 and robbed him, but 
later gave the money to Henry Don- 
nelly, a policeman, for protection. He 
confesses to the murder of Mrs. Stewart 
and her son Clarence in Cleveland. The 
bodies were cut to pieces and thrown 
into Lake Erie: He says that on the 
following morning he killed a man in 
the Big Four yards in Linndale, O. 

In Buffalo he and Walrath and a man 
named Burns,-a saloon-keeper, killed a 
wealthy Western farmer, who was look- 
ing for a good time. The money was 
divided. and Stone and Walrath re- 
turned to Chicago and, with their share, 
started a restaurant. Here Walrath 
married Stone’s sister. Mrs. Walrath 
died and Stone. and Walrath left Chi- 
cago. Later Stone returned and was 
implicated in the murder of a father 
and son named Prunty. Three men are 
said to be now serving life-senterces 
at Joliet for the crime, but Stone was 

notmer murder Was committed at 
Union City, Pa., the victim being an 
old man named Horton or Norton. An- 
other murder was committed by them 
near Youngstown, O., the victim being 
@ resident of Ashtabula. The last mur- 
der committed by Stone and Walrath 
was on April 29, 1895, on a Pennsylvania 
freight train. At this time Stone was 
shot and did not get medical aid until 
South Bend was reached. The next des- 
perate act of the men was the robbery of 
a Grand Trunk train in Michigan 
where five watches and money were se- 
cured. Two of these watches have 
since their arrest here.

The confession became public 
too late to have any effect on Duffey’s 
case, as when the jury retired at night 
the wild tale of crimes had not reached 
them. Duffey only received a four- 
years’ sentence—six years less than his 
“squealing” pal, who was implicated in 
the same crime. 

The officers, or at least some of them, 
are inclined to think that Stone has 
painted and embellished a few mole- 
hills of criminality into mountains: of 
crime, for no other purpose ‘to 
vent his enmity toward his pal, Duffey. 
Since the death of Walrath from the ef- 
fect of bullet wounds received in their 
battle with the deputy sheriffs last 
April, Duffey and Stone have been such 
bitter enemies that they have been 
kept in different parts of the jail, and 
were never in the same room even dur- 
ing meals. 

Advices from Mansfield, O., and Erie, 
Pa., and Kansas~ City, Mo., indicate 
that Stone was vefy familtar with mur- 
ders committed at each of these places. 
Denials have been received from Chi- 
cago, Cleveland and Buffalo. 

HIS FERTILE IMAGINATION. 

CLEVELAND, (O.,) Dec. 4.—The po- 
lice of this city think the confession of 
John Stone at Fort Wayne, Ind., is 
based largely on imagination. Nothing 
is known here of the crimes which Stone 
says he and Walrath committed in 
Cleveland, and it is certain the pair 
were not arrested here and that they did 
not escape from jail by feigning in- 
sanity. 

NOT WANTED AT CHICAGO. | 
-_ CHICAGO, Dec. 4—The police take 
no stock in the story of Convict Stone 
of Fort. Wayne to the effect that he 
was connected with the Brunty mur- 
ders in Chicago. Three men were con- 
victed of these crimes, and are now 
serving. their sentences in Joliet. The 
police never heard of Stone, and io not 
want Him for murder or anything else. 


KANSAS CITY POLICE IN DOUBT. 


KANSAS CITY (Kan.,) Dec. 4.—The 
police here are somewhat uncertain as 
to the genuineness of the confession 
made by the prisoner William Stone at 
Fort Wayne. Policeman Henry Don- 
nelly, the man implicated by Stone, has 
certainly killed one man, and he is not 
free from suspicion of connection with 
the murder of another. 

On September 27, 1895, Christopher 
Shubert, a wealthy German from Leav- 
énworth, Kan., was murdered here and 
robbed of his money. His dead body 
was found on the Central-avenue bridge 
early in the morning. No arrests were 
ever made, and the case continued a 
mystery. Two months later Police- 
man Henry Donnelly shot and killed 
Thomas O"Donald, a policeman, in a sa- 
loon, And was sentenced to two years in 
the penitentiary. He served his term 
and is now supposed to be somewhere 
in Colorado. Should the confession of 
Stone be borne out in its details, the 
police here assert that they will make

THE SUGAR TRUST. 


A Sait te Restrain it from Doing 
Beasiness. 

(REGULAR ARSUCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—Recent rumors 
of pending legal attack upon the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Company crystal- 
ized today, when papers were served 
upon Secretary John R. Searles in a 
euit to restrain the company from 
doing business in this State. Rumors 
were also current that similar proceed- 
ings would be taken in Massachusetts. 
The opinion in the State was that the 
attacks were inspired by the same mo- 
tives as those governing the opposition 
to the consolidation plan of the 
gas companies. The action taken did 
not affect the price of the stock, which 
closed at a gain of 1 per cent. over 
yesterday's final figures. 

John E. Parsons of counsel for the 
American Sugar Refining Company 
was interviewed by a reporter in re- 
gard to the suit and said: 

“I have only glanced over the papers. 
They proceed upon the idea that the 
American Sugar Refining Company is 
a combination of the large number of 
previously-existing corporations and 
individual sugar refineries so that this 
combine constitutes a monopoly and is 
in violation of law. There are further 
allegations, all for the purpose of estab- 
lishing that the company is @ monop- 
oly. Any one can make an application 
to the Attorney-General. Any one can 
serve papers upon such an application. 
The practical consideration is, whether 
the facts alleged are true, and whether, 
if true, they can make out a case. 

“The fact is, the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company is the only corporation 
now existing. All preceding corpora- 
tions have been dissolved and are out 
of existence. The organization of the 
company followed the decision of the 
Court of Appeals in the case of the 
North River Company. It is in di- 
rect conformity with what I under- 
stand to have been established in 
that case and to have been establishdin 
many other cases. Not only is there 
no law which prevents corporations 
from acquiring property which pre- 
viously belonged to other individuals 
or corporations, but the statutes of 
this State and of New Jersy make 
express provision that this may be 
done. The company has always been 
most careful that nothing should be 
done to countenance the idea of a 
monopoly. Anybody can carry on a 
business of sugar refining in this State 
or anywhere else so far as the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Company is con- 
cerned. It has never made any con- 
tract or agreement to the contrary. 
Anyone can sell at any price he likes.”

Parsons replied that the name of the 
applicant was Hunt. Two names were

THEY LEAD TO THE ELOPEMENT 
OF A BANKER’S WIFE. 


The Strange Story of Francis Hig- 
ginson of RBoston—Sends His 
Wife and Her Lover One Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMBS.) 

BOSTON, Dec. 4—(Special Dispatch.) 
Francis L. Higginson, the banker, sent 
to his wife at Genoa, Italy, a cable 
money order for $100,000. He accom- 
panied this extraordinary gift with the 
words: “Poor things, they will starve 
if I don’t send them some money.” The 
poor things to whom he referred are 


‘his eloping wife and her lover, James 


Wheatland Smith, a wealthy 
Boston society man. 

Two boxes of half-ripe strawberries 
paved the way for the scandal. Hig- 
ginson is erratic and stubborn. Last 
spring he determined to secure the first 
box of strawberries raised at Pride’s 
Crossing. His wife knew of his pur- 
pese and mischievously plotted to 
thwart him. She kept a closer watch 
on the strawberry market than her 
husband. One day the dignified 
banker hurried home and gleefully ex- 
hibited a basket of strawberries, beau- 
tifully tinted, but deceptive as to sac- 
charine quality. He boasted of his 
prize, and his wife permitted him to 
gloat over his apparent success for a 
few minutes. Then she quietly drew 
from their hiding-place two boxes of 
strawberries which she had secured in 
advance of her husband. He tore the 
basket of fruit asunder and trampled 
the contents under his feet. 

He made so great a scene of the sim- 
ple incident that they virtually sepa- 
rated then. She took with her $10,000 
in cash. Friends of the banker assert 
that the banker’s extraordinary action 
in sending the draft for $100,000 today 
was prompted by a genuine desire to 
keep his wife from want. At the time 
of her marriage to Higginson he set- 
tled upon her an income of $100,000. 
The money which he sent today is this 
wedding gift.

THE "RED RECORD.” ‘ 
Sixty-four Cases of Brutality te 
American Seamén. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, December 4.—A pamphlet 
called the “Red Record,” and contain- 
ing sixty-four cases of brutality to sea- 
nren by masters and mates of vessels 
has just been issued by the American 
Seamen’s Union,’ and is to be “istrib- 
uted among Congressmen and Senators 
at the present session. <a 

Out of the sixty-four cases. recorded, 
fourteen deaths are reported, under cir- 
cumstances which are said to justify 
the charge of murder. Many ¢ases are 
said to have resulted in the, loss of 
limbs, eyes and teeth and othér iInjur- 
ies of a permanent character. Only 
three convictions were secured in the 
trials of officers. The remainder of 
the cases were “exonerated” or 
dismissed on the ground of lack of evi- 
dence, “justifiable discipline,” or,%in the 
case of seamen’s death, because no “of- 
ficial” charge had been made. It is 
charged that cases of cruelty to boys 
are of especial frequency, arid that for 
this reason young Americans refuse to 
go aboard ship, and the ultimate result 
will be that the American sailor -will 
be unknown. |

THE FAIR-WILL CONTEST. 


Some of the Collateral Heirs Have 


Been Bought Of. 
MECUIAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 
SAN TRANCISCO, Dec. 4.—The Ex- 
aminer says that another sensation has 
been sprung in the Fair estate, and the 
tees and have discovered 
that the children of the dead million- 
aire heve stolen a march upon them. 
Negotiations between the direct and 
collateral heirs, which have been in 
rogres for some time, have been 
rougiht.to a successful conclusion, and 
the chidren of Fair have succeeded ir 
buying off those who had a remote 
prospet of fabulous wealth under the 
trust. It cost $400,000 to make the deal, 
but a-loan for that amount was sge- 
cured at the Nevada Bank, and some 
of the collateral heirs have already 
been paid. One of them received his 
monty yesterday, and the last will be 
peid within a few days. 
The deal was consummated quietly 
and carefully. Those who would mitu- 


| rally be in opposition to it were not in- 


formed until it was too late, and then 
they could do nothing. In the opinion 
of the lawyers concerned, there is noth- 
ing to prevent such a deal between 
the children of Fair and the other adult 
heirs. Itin no way affects the interests 
of the minor heirs, who would be bene- 
ficiaries under the will if their parents 
had not sold out, and it was not in- 
tended to affect their interests. 

The only purpose for which so great 
a sum of money has been expended is 
to influence a jury, if the case should 
ever come before a jury, which is con- 
sidered highly probable. The children 
of Fair have by this deal simply 
prepared themselves for an adverse de- 
cision from Judge Slack in the suit 
that involves the legality of the 
trust clause of the millionaire’s will. 
If. Judge Slack sustains the trust 
clause, some of the adult heirs that 
have been bought off have relinquished 
none of their rights under the will. 
Others have surrendered everything. 
In event could their children lose 
anything through their parents’ action. 

If Judge Slack decides that the trust 
clause is an illegal one, the collateral 
heirs, collectively considered, are $400,- 
000 richer than they would have been. 
However the issue may be viewed, 
those who have sold out are not in a 
position to lose anything. On the other 
hand, the Children of Fair believe that 
they have gained a great deal by the 
transaction. 

Before the deal was made, Fair's 
children had to fight the collateral heirs 
in their. efforts to destroy the trust. 
This fight was not an easy one, and 
possessed a moral power which could 
not readily be overlooked. The collat- 
eral heirs are now safely out of the 
way. They have agreed to relinquish 
the prospect of future wealth for the 
possession of a present fortune. 


DYNAMITE MONSTERS. 


San Francisco’s Big Battery to be 
: Discharged Today. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT ) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 4.—The first 
of the offictal tests of the three big 
dynamite guns on the Presidio bluffs, 
which guns are intended to protect 
San Francisco from almost any kind of 
foreign invader, was made today before 
a board of three inspectors appointed 
by the Secretary of War. The test was 
to determine the capacity of the air- 
compressors that furnish the pneumatic 
force by which projectiles are dis- 
charged from the gun. The test was 
successful in every particular, the re- 
sults being in excess of the govern- 
ment’s requirements. 

No projectiles were fired today, but 
tomorrow enough dynamite will be 
thrown across the bay at the Marin 
county shore to blow up almost any 
fleet afloat. Five hundred pounds is 
the weight of the dynamite in each 
projeetile, and the whole, shell and all, 
weights over eleven hundred pounds. 
The projectiles are eleven feet in 
length, and their flight will be easily 
distinguished. 


HE HUNTED FOR TREASURE. 
Coroner Gordon of Salinas Nearly 
Loses His Job.

BAYARD LIBELS HIS COUNTRY. 


Ambassador Bayard is supposed.ato 
represent the United States at the 
court of St. James. That is what he is 
paid for doing, at least, and not so very 
long ago he demanded an increase of 
salary as a condition precedent to his 
continuance in office. He is now re- 
ceiving the handsome stipend of $17,500 
per year, which would seem to be 
enough to secure reasonably good serv- 
ice. But Mr. Bayard’s instincts appear 
to be English rather than American, 
and he loses no occasion, apparently, 
to advocate or advance British inter- 
ests in preference to those of his coun- 
try. In a recent speech before the 
members of the Edinburgh Philosophi- 
cal Institution Mr. Bayard said that 
state socialism and autocracy were 
both despotism, and were “fatal to the 
individual freedom, which was the in- 
strumentality by which the world had 
been raised from brutality and barbar- 
ism to its present standard of civiliza- 
tion.” In his country he had witnessed, 
he declared, “the insatiable growth of 
that form of state socialism known as 
protection,”. which he believed “had 
done ‘more to foster class legislation, 
create inequality of fortune, corrupt 
public life, banish men of independent

OUR PUBLIC NEEDS.

While we are still without a first-class 
hotel, built in the midst of ample 
grounds, affording room for exercise 
and enjoyment, we yet have far better 
accommodations for the tourist and 
traveler than we had even a couple of 
years ago. We have a large number of 
small hotels which lack none of the 
modern improvements, and which fur- 
nish a good table, and pleasant, well- 
furnished rooms to their guests. The 
small, family hotels are also numer- 
ous, where all the comforts of a home 
are obtained at reasonable prices. The 
stranger coming into our midst need 
not feel adrift,nor need he be uncom- 
fortable, for his wants are well looked 
after and supplied, and his table will 
be furnished with a much greater va- 
riety than it could be at this season 
in a colder climate. His fruits and 
vegetables will all be fresh. Straw- 
berries and other small fruits may be 
culled for him every day of the year, 
as well as his green peas and lettuce 
and other things that his appetite may 
crave. He will find the orange and 
lemon ripening in the winter sunlight 
and being sold at the most reasonable 
prices. 

But still Los Angeles has need of a 
large caravansary built on thea most 
modern plan and surrounded by ample 
and highly-improved grounds. Give to 
this city such an hotel as Coronado 
possesses, with broad acres surround- 
ing it as highly improved, and our win- 
ter guests would soon be counted by 
hundreds where they now number a 
score. We have more to offer the 
stranger than any other city of South- 
ern California in the way of amuse- 
ments, pleasant resorts, public library, 
and social life. Two hours’ ride will 
take him from our orange groves and 
perennial bloom to the snowfields of 
our adjacent Sierras, or half an hour’s 
ride will convey him to the seashore, 
where he can take his January’s dip 
into the placid waters of the Pacific 
and enjoy all the charms of our sea- 
side resorts. 

We have these two needs in Los 
Angeles: The improvement of our 
parks, and the building of a mammoth 
hotel set in park-like spaces like that 
of the Hotel del Coronado or the old 
Raymond. It could be made one of 
the most attractive spots on the con- 
tinent, and people of wealth and cul- 
ture would soon learn to love its wind- 
ing paths and wealth of shade and 
blossom, and would linger long amid 
its beauty.

mind and character from the public 
councils, lower the tone of the national

' All this is nothing more nor less 
than a gross libel upon the nation 
which Mr. Bayard is paid for repre- 
senting. The tariff policy of this gov- 
ernment for the past generation has 
been a protective policy. Even under 
the tariff law at present in force, the 
protective policy has not been aban- 
doned, though the law was enacted by 
a party favoring free trade, and was 
allowed to become a law by a President 
with advanced free-trade ideas. The 
ultra free-trade theorists of the Demo- 
cratic party were not permitted to en- 


wiser men of that party are well aware 
that an overwhelming majority of the 
American people are in favor of tariff. 
protection in some form, and are un- 
alterably opposed to the adoption of 
the British free-trade system by the 
United States. Even in the party to 
which Mr. Bayard belongs there is a 
well-defined sentiment for protection, 
and there is no present prospect that 
free-trade extremists will ever succeed 
in cajoling or coercing this government 
into adopting the British system. 

Mr. Bayard, therefore, appears. to 
very poor advantage when.advocating 
among our commercial rivals a system 
which will never be adopted by his 
country. Besides, his arraignment of 
tariff protection as the cause of all the 
ills of which he complains is at once 


vey the impression that honesty in 
public life is virtually unknown in the 
United States. Our public life is not 
immaculate, by any means; but_it is 
not nearly so bad as Mr. Bayard paints 
it. In his evident desire to curry 
favor with the English he overstepped 


the bounds of propriety #8 well asf 
truth. 


The Los Angeles Herald continues to 
offer explanations, excuses, apologies, 
etc., in connection with its Thanks 
giving edition, and, curiously enough, 
is inclined to be vicious toward The 
Times.

explained. However, if the Herald’s 
explanations are satisfactory to its ad- 
vertising patrons, and to the ladies of 
the Free Kindergarten Association, far 
be it from The Times to find fault. It 
is with los otros that our excited and 
apologizing contemporary has to set- 
tle. If the Herald’s explanations more 
nearly conformed to the truth, they 
would probably be less venomous.

There is today 
in the United States more silver money 
than gold money, and every one of the 
silver dollars is a legal-tender for the 
payment of debts, both those due to 
the government and to individuals. 
The silver dollars are so plentiful that 
many millions of them are locked up 
in the national treasury because the 
people do not want to handle them in 
circulation, and every one of those dol- 
lars is maintained by law at a pur- 
chasing power double the intrinsic 
value of the coin. There is thrice as 
much legal-tender silver money in the 
United States today as there was be- 
fore the ‘crime of 1873’ was com- 
mitted. Not much ‘outlawry of sil- 
ver’ under such conditions, and no one

| COMPANY INCORPORATED TO BUILD 
A SANTA FE EXTENSION. 


Franchise Asked for in Riverside. 
A Bageageman Has Something 
te Say About Bicycles—More Pas- 
sengers from the East. 


Articles of incorporation were filed 
yesterday by the Elsinore, Pomona and 
Los Angeles Railway Company, an or- 
ganization formed for the purpose of 
constructing and maintaining a stand- 
ard-gauge steam railway from Elsinore 
by way of Pomona to Azusa, with a 
branch line from Pomona to Lords- 
burg. The estimated length of the 
mainline is fifty-seven miles, and of 
the branch, three miles. The principal 
place of business is to be Los Angeles. 
The five directors are: K. H. Wade, G. 
Holterhoff, Jr., and H. C. Whitehead of 
Los Angeles, James Hill of Elsinore 
and N. C. Hudson of South Riverside. 
The capital stock is $1,500,000, divided 
into 15,000 shares, of the par value of 
$100 each. The amount actually sub- 
scribed is $60,000, being equal to $1000 
for each mile of the railroad. A 
Wade, as trustee, has subscribed for 
590 shares, and as director, for two 
shares, the amount taken by cach of 
the other directors.

THOMAS B. DIBBLEE. 


A Tribute from His Old-time Friend, 
Joseph W. Cooper. 


(Santa Barbara News:) I have known 

omas B. Dibblee thirty-five 
years—known and loved the man. 
have seen him oppressed by the cares 
of-a great business when it seemed as 
if all the fates were working against 
it, and he never for once gave up the 
demeanor of a true man, a brave man 
and a resourceful man. He was al- 
ways at his post of duty, never tiring, 
never wearying. 

In the many years, when the necessi- 
ties of our business compelled us to 
live familiarly with men far from be- 
ing his equal, I never heard him use 
one single profane or hasty word nor 
one that could be construed by the most 
fastidious as broad or vulgar. Careful 
in all business matters, he was also 
very careful in his speech. He recog- 
nized and respected his position and 
the effect of his example on those in 
his employ. He was careful in every- 
thing, even in his dress, when a little 
carelessness might be excusable under 
the circumstances. 

He was courtly, gracious and affable 
to every one. I never knew him to lose 
his self-command under the most exas- 
perating circumstances. He was a 
friend, true and sincere, on which we 
all loved to rely. Somehow, when with 
the man, I always felt a sense of secur- 
ity that I never felt in thd presence of 
any other person. His wonderful abil- 
ity to grasp and master every difficulty, 
his tenacity of purpose and his regard 
for truth gave us a confidence and a 
sense of being in the presence of a su- 
perior man unlike anything so much as 
the condition of a child in the presence 
of a wise parent. 

Mr. Dibblee was a grand man, a gen- 
tleman from the ground up. He was 
the soul of honor, and as honest as the 
days are long. He was simply inca- 
pable of doing an improper action. 

e was an able man, and, had he 

continued the practice of his profes- 
sion, nothing in the gift of the nation 
would have been beyond his grasp. He 
was a man that any State in the Union 
would have been glad and honored to 
claim as a son. 
He was a, scholarly man, fond of 
ood books and particularly convers- 
ant with their contents. In all the 
range of the literature of the world, it 
is doubted if California evér had a cit- 
izen better qualified to judge or ex- 
pound. He was a remarkably con- 
cise and lucid writer and some of his 
legal work is a model of which the 
ablest might take pattern. 

He was a natural Christian, a kind 
and indulgent father, a loving, sym- 
pathetic husband and an enterprising 
and generous citizen. He was con- 
tinually doing something for others, 
but in a manner that was so unobtrus- 
ive that the most sensitive could take 
no offense. 

To know such a man, one had to 

be much with him. Unless it were so, 
@ person could find out but very little of 
the true worth of the man. He was 
so unassuming, so chary of being 
known in his good acts that he would 
actually blush when found out. 
- As I said in the opening sentences 
of this tribute to my friend, I knew 
him and loved him. He was of that 
rare stock that the earth sees little of. 
There have been few such men as 
Thomas Bloodgood Dibblee, but that 
few have been wonderful examples of 
the perfection to which mankind may 
arrive. 

We miss the kindly gentleman to- 
day, even, but we will miss him far 
more as the days and weeks and 
months roll on. We will sigh for his 
example, his public-spirited actions. 
his honesty, his charity, his purity and 
his good works.

hinese exclusion act providing for a 
thirty days’ jail imprisonment in ad- 
dition to a deportation of persons found 
to be unlawfully in the United States, 
will be taken to the United States Cir- 
cuit’ Court of Appeals. The question 
of letting the three Chinese, inter- 
cepted in Chieago on Wednesday, out 
on bond, pending the appeal, will be 
determined this morning by Judge 
Grosscup.

Chief Glass’s sug- 
gestion to build a stockade in Elysian 
Park where the chain-gang could be 
lodged and worked to advantage is 
worth consideration. , 


The pastor of a church at Fillmore, 
Ventura county, has been invited to re- 
sign by his flock, because he acvepted 
alms from sports and saloon-keepers., 
The dominie had appealed to a friend in 
another town for material assistance 
on the ground that his family was ac- 
tually in want of the necessaries of 
life.

Standing Committee Chosen—The

convention yesterday was taken up 
with routine business and the election 
of part of the Standing Committee, the 
remainder of which was carried over to 
the afternoon. The chair elected as

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The report of the Finance Committee, 
read in the morning by the chairman, 
J. Bakewell Phillips, was brought up 
for action, and finally adopted as read. 
The committee fixed the salary of the 
bishop at. $3000 a year; the diocesan ex- 
penses were estimated at $500 a year, 
the secretary's and treasurer’s salaries 
were fixed at $100 a year each, and 
traveling expenses. The bond of the 
treasurer of the diocese was fixed at 
$2500, with two bondsmen. The assess- 
ments of the variou& parishes were 
read, the total amount being $3500. 

John Wigmore, before the report was 
adopted, protested against the assess- 
ment of St. Paul’s being fixed at the 
sum of $325, the former sum. being $260. 
He said that the people are all going 
south, and are comparatively 
few regular members who are able to 
odes much toward the support of St. 

‘aul’s. 

Rev. Mr. Tayler said that he recog- 
nized the force and truth of what Mr. 
Wigmore said, and that he acknowl- 
edged the soft impeachment that a 
large part of the people were going 
south, and that he often saw, with 
much pleasure, the faces of Mr. Wig- 
more and his family in his congrega- 
tion. But he wished to say that St. 
John’s assessment had been raised 
from $120 to $240, a far greater raise in 
proportion than that of St. Paul's, and 
that they did not object at all; they 
were glad to meet the raise. 

Mr. Wigmore moved as an amend- 
ment to the report, that a reduction be 
made in the assessment of St. Paul’s, 
and suggested that 10 per cent. be ad- 
ded to the former assessment. The mo- 
tion was lost. 

After four ballots, the Standing Com- 
mittee of the diocese was elected as 
follows: Revs. B. W. R. Tayler, Dr. 
A. G. L. Trew, Dean H. B. Restarick, 
Dr. Wyllys Hall of Pasadena, Judges 
T. L. Winder, J. A. Anderson, Messrs. 
J. F. Towell and Daniel Cleveland of 
San Diego. 

The balloting for the board of mis- 
sions resulted im the election of the 
following clerical members: The Revs. 
J. D. H. Browne, John Gray, Dr. J. D. 
Easter and W. B. Burrows; for the lay 
members, J. Bakewell Phillips, Dr. J. 
E. Cowles, Charies T. Hindeand George 
W. Parsons. 

Just before the close of the conven- 
tion a very impressive scene Was en- 
acted. The Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D.D., 
came forward, and, pausing before 
Bishop Nichols, while the house rose, 
read the parting address of the clergy, 
which he had been appointed to draw 
up. He referred in eloquent terms to 
the bishop’s untiring energy in all 
that pertained to the good of his peo- 
ple, of the lasting love that all bore 
him; he expressed the deepest appre- 
ciation of the bishop’s work and in- 
fluence, and the deepest regret at the 
severing of the relations between the 
bishop and his people. 

Bishop Nichols, who was much af- 
fected, replied in tones deepened by 
emotion. He said that there was a real 
peril in allowing himself to take such 
gracious and honest words as an esti- 
mate of his own merits, lest he should 
overestimate himself. But that there 
was one thought in this touching ad- 
dress that he might be allowed to dwell 
upon the thought that he had retained 
his people's respect. He spoke tenderly 
of the hospitality which had always 
been extended to him, to the inter- 
course which it was sweet to think of, 
and would be ever sweet to look back 
upon. It was a safeguard, he said, to 
remember that, after all, it was a trib- 
ute to the office which he held. He 
spoke of the loyalty of the clergy, 
thanked them heartily, and asked that 
he be remembered in their prayers. 

Judge H. T. Lee then came forward, 
and, in tones trembling with feeling, 
delivered the parting address of the 
laity. He said: “As chief pastor, as 
man, as friend, you have won our 
hearts, and you take with you our ad- 
miration, our esteem and our love, and 
may God bless you.”’ 

Bishop Nichols replied in a few heart- 
felt words and said: “I feel there can 
be no separation between my heart and 
your hearts, my brethren.” 

The convention adjourned sine die.

STORAGE FOR OIL PROMISED. 


O11 Exchange and Standard are Get- 
ting a Move On. 


F. W. Fiint, Sr., chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Oil Ex- 
change, has returned from a trip to 
San Francisco and reports the estab- 
lishing of headquarters at No. 132 
Market street for the sale of the ex- 
change’s oil. Storage for 3000 barrels 
for immediate use has been secured 
also, and it is the intention of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee to secure storage 
for 30,000 barrels more. G. M. Smith 
will conduct the San Francisco branch 
office and act as salesman. He is now 
engaged in supervising the attaching 
to several San Francisco manufactur- 
ing plants, of the appliances necessary 
for the use of oil instead of coal. 

J. C. Harvey, local agent of the 
Standard, has been busy for several 
weeks on plans whereby his company 
can handle the Los Angeles oil. He 
is authority for the statement that 
the Standard has definitely decided to 
construct tankage for 45,000 barrels of 
oil. Mr. Harvey says the Standard 
means business and will be on hand 
to buy and sell as long as the crude 
oil in Los Angeles holds out. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Rusty Raggles Will Receive Notice 
from the Directors. 


At a meeting of the board of direc- 
tors of the Chamber of Commerce yes- 
terday afternoon, President W. C, Pat- 
terson in the chair, the Committee on 
Law and Legislation reported on the 
Torrey insolvency bill, and advised

A SUMMARY REBUKE. 


The Board of Health Reproves an 
Officious Meat Inapector. 


The evil that may be done by care- 
less or inefficient officials illus- 
trated yesterday, when the Board of 
Health acknowledged the complaint of 
the Cudahy Company to be just and 
right, and condemned in sweeping 
terms the actions of Meat Inspector 
Biackinton, who some time ago pre- 


the Cudahy Packing Company was ac- 
cused of all manner of offenses against 
the laws of sanitation, humanity and 
decency generally. The report, as pre- 
sented to the board was published by 
The Times, and has stirred the com- 
pany to reply at length to the charges 
made by the inspector. The time of 
the board was occupied during the en- 
tire afternoon in listening to the com- 
pany’s defense, which is contained in 
the paper filed with the board, its state- 
ments, later in the day being acknowl- 
edged to be true in almost every par- 
ticular. Leaving out a remark or two 
directed at the inspector personally, 
the company’s defense reads as follows: 


sociation or corporation, so-called New 
Calvary, has been granted a permit by 
the Health Officer of the said city of Los 
Angeles to transfer a corpse from Old 
to New Calvary, and in compliance wiih 
said permit, a transfer has been made 
and a corpse has been deposited in 
Boyle Heights, in an inclosure of 
ground, being in the same location for 
which an application was recently made 
to your council by persons desiring to 
locate another cemetery in said Boyle 
Heights, and said application being af- 
terward withdrawn.

Then the Judge proceeded with his 
speech. Without mincing words, he de- 
clared that the church, or the bishup 
of the church in question, had caused 
to be inserted in the cemetery ordinance 
adopted by the Council last year, the 
provision that the Health Officer alone 
shal] grant burial permits and give per- 
mission to those desirous of establish- 
ing a cemetery. “There was a joker 
in that ordinance,” vociferated the 
Judge, “which you gentlemen were not 
aware of, when it was passed.” This 
is the “joker” referred to by the Judge 
being section 10 of ordinance 2288: 

THE LITTLE “JOKER.” 

“No new burying ground 
tomb or vault for dead human bodies 
shall be established, nor shall the re. 
mains of any dead body be placed in 
any existing burying ground, vault 
tomb or cemetery in the city of Los An- 
Seles, nor any of said receptacles be 
opened, exposed or disturbed, except 
according to the terms of a’ permit 
therefor given by the Health Officer: 
and every body buried in any such 
Place shall be buried to the depth of 
Six feet below the surface of the ground 
and at least four feet. below the sur- 
face of any closely adjacent street,” 

When Judge Martin concluded his re- 
marks, Councilman Munson moved that 
the matter be referred to the City At- 
torney. as a number of legal points 
Seemed ‘to be involved in the question 
The motion was adopted, and every- 
boy breathed easy at the peacefu!

“Mr. Blackinton further says: ‘I 
have myself here seen hogs, with 
broken legs swollen and inflamed from 
a day or two of suffering, killed and 
packed to be sold as human food, be- 
fore calling attention to this fact.’ If 
these statements are true it was Mr, 
Blackinton’s clear duty to have con- 
demned the animals and the.meat, and 
to have caused the arrest of the person 
doing the killing. But the statements 
are absolutely false. It does happen 
that animals are brought to the pack- 
ing-house in an injured condition, but 
they are then killed as a matter of hu- 
manity, and their carcasses are used 
for grease. No meat that it unfit for 
human consumption is ever sold, given 
away, or in any manner disposed of 
for food by the Cudahy Packing Com- 
pany.

“in conclusion, we would suggest

“To the Honorable the Board of 
Health of the city of Los Angeles—Gen- 
tlemen: The Cudahy Packing Com- 
pany, having learned through the pub- 
lic press of the charges made against 
said company by Meat Inspector Black- 
inton in his report filed with your hon- 
orable body, deems the matter of suf- 
ficient importance to the public, your- 
selves, and itself, to lay before you a 
refutation of those charges. 

“Mr. Blackinton’s report is made up 
partly of insinuations, partly of state- 
ments which he alleges as facts, and 
partly of hearsay. The insinuations 
are unworthy of any public official, no 
matter how petty; the statements set 
out as facts are false; and the matters 
stated as hearsay have been distorted 
either on their way*to Mr. Blackinton, 
or on their way from him in his report 
to your honorable body. Moreover, Mr. 
Blackinton deals largely with matters 
that have absolutely no place, properly, 
in the report of a meat inspector. The 
report indicates on its face a lack of 
good judgment, or a prejudice against 
the company, or the influence of de- 
signing persons wishing to profit by 
the injury that might by such report 
be done to the business of the company. 

“Thus Mr. Blackinton says, referring 
to the situation of the packing-house: 
‘Being located on the railroad, with a 
switch extending along the entire front, 
it is possible to unload and slaughter 
stock which may have been injured or 
taken sick on the journey, without 
being observed.’ Now, passing by the 
gratuitous insinuation that the com- 
pany kills diseased stock, is it not clear 
to a man of ordinary common sense 
that the plant of the company situated 
on Macy street, within the city limits, 
is more easily and constantly subject 
to inspection than the other slaughter- 
houses which are situated five or six 
miles out of town? 

STATISTICS INTRODUCED. 

“Again Mr. Blackburn says: ‘Cattle 
killed here (referring to the Cudahy 
Packing Company's plant,) are  fre- | 
quently small and inferior in quality, 
and nct always healthy, but the re- 
frigeration process given the meat 
makes it possible to place it on the 
market in successful competition with 
the meat of other dealers, which al- 
though of superior quality, lacks the 
firmness and color which quick refrig- 
eration only can give.’ Now a meat 
inspector's duty is limited to deter- 
mining whether the meat is healthful 
or diseased. Whether the cattle are 
small or inferior in quality is no part 
of his business. With reference to the 
size and conditicn of the cattle killed 
by us, we herewith submit the report 
of Mr. Corstley. The best test of the 
weight and condition of an animal— 
or one of the best—is its hide. The 
hide always bears a certain propertion 
of the weight of the animal. Mr. Corst- 
ley who buys from all the slaughterers 


and understand our methods; end know 
that neither we nor they could afford 
to use animals that are in any mai ner 
unfit to be used.

The charge, 
however, is not only untrue but ab- 
suri—as Mr. Blackinton with but 
very little investigation could have dis- 
covered. We submit herewith the af- 
fidavit of Mr. Nicklin, which shows 
that not more than ten seconds. ex- 
pires from the time the shackle is 
placed upon the hog until he is killed. 
As a matter of fact, hogs ere 
driven on foot up an incline to the 
fourth floor of the packing-house, from 
which place the hogs are raised one at 
a time a distance of less than fifteen 
feet, by means of a shackle placed upon 
the hind leg, and are immediately 
killed in the quickest and most hu- 
Mane manner possible. Only one man 
does the killing, and 225 hogs are killed 
in the course of four hours. [In twenty 
minutes. we kill not one hog, as Mr. 
Blackinton reports, but 100 hogs—-in 
batches of five or six Per minute. It 
would be absolutely impossible to carry 
on our business if we allowed more 
than an average of ten seconds for 
each hog.

support “John Fancher’s child.” 

he weak mother accordingly sent 
the poor little thing away from her to 
her people at Bridgeport, Ct. She herself 
was living in New York. When the 
little Ella was fourteen, she was en- 
tirely abandoned by her mother, and 
forced to support herself then and af- 
terward, until she met and married 
Frank Buckminster. 

The girl was never allowed to go to 
New York, and when Mrs. McKaye vis- 
ited Bridgeport, which she did et rare 
intervals, Ella was summoned to the 
house of her aunt, Mrs. A. M: Teague, 
to see her mother, who eted her al- 
most as a stranger. e young girl 
was forced to work hard for her living, 
and her education was of the most 
meager and rudimentary character, 
there being not chance for the culture 
and polish which ought to have been

The Law Library. 

The anual report of the law library 
trustees shows a flourishing condition 
of the library, which has been largely 
added to during the past year, and 
promises to be clear of debt before the 
end of the current year.

1500 records and pamphiets, making an 
excellent library to be used for inde- 
pendent research by judges and attor- 
neys. The present cash liabilities are 
only $1529, and the receipts for the year 
amount to $2799. The trustees disbursed 
$3198 on necessary expenses. 

In June, 1891, the trustees contracted 
with the Law Library Association for 
the purchase of 4649 volumes, at a valu- 
ation of $10,431. A chattel mortgage 
was given on the books to George Mer- 
riell, and cash and membership cer- 
tificates were issued to cover the 
amount of the indebtedness. The Bar 
Association donated the library its 
credit of $500, and very advantageous 
terms were secured in the contract 
with the Library Association, by 
which over $1500 was saved on the pur- 
chase price of the books. 

‘One significant item in the report is 
the blank opposite the “books miss- 
ing.” Few libraries are so fortunate as 
to preserve their collection of books in- 
tact. Many additions will be made to 
the library during the ensuing year, 
after the present indebtedness shall 
have been extinguished.

OPENING BY NATIONAL CIRCUIT 
LEAGUE WHEBLMEN, 


Largest Attendance of Any of the 
Southern Meets—It Was Cooper 
Day tor He Won Both Big Races 
Over the Accreditcad Champion. 


REDLANDS, Dec. 4.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The ' National Circuit League of 
American Wheelmen ended here today 
at the opening of the new cycle track. 
There: was the largest attendance of 
any of the southern meéts. It was @ 
Cooper day as he won both the big 
races in grand style, outriding Bald, 
the accredited champion. 

Kiser also got his shrare of the glory. 
taking second place from Bald in both 
the mile and half-mile hard fought 
races. The new track was pronounced 
first class by the racing men, although 
it was hardly finished. Freeman from 
Ontario won'the novice race from a 
g004 field. with tandem pace. 

The trial heats of the half mile were 
exciting races and the spectators stood 
on their feet and cheered Cooper when 
he won one and Kiser the other. 

The final of the half-mile was a pretty 
race .between Bald, Cooper, Kiser, 
Campbell and Wells. Bald got in a bad 
position and literally boxed himself. He 
spurted hard on the home stretch, but 
could not overcome Cooper’s lead and 
sat up twenty yards from home, getting 
only third, 

In the trial heats of the mile open 
Cooper won from Kiser and Randall 
with four other starters, but made slow 
time as the track was soft. Bald got 
the second heat with Wells a close sec- 
ond, Burke being a good third; but the 
final heat paced by Smith of Denver 
Swanbrough of Chicago was the 
most exciting. 

Bald got the tandem and Kiser rode 
around the'tandem, but only got second 
place. Cooper was third, Wells next 
and Burke last. With the tandem out, 
Cooper and Wells shot forward, and 
Bald was again pocketed. 

Bald; made a good wobbling fight, 
but sat up in disgust ten yards from 
home, finishing even with Kiser for the 
second place. Kiser got the decision, 
and-.Bald was, therefore, only third in 
both the big races. He waited for the 
handicap and won that.to get even. 
This was Bald’s first five-mile handicap 
this year, and it was the hardest fought 
race. of the season. 

Cooper and Bald were away back 
with the other men fifty to 150 yards 
ahead. At the end of the first lap there 
were three bunches and the two crack- 
ajacks away behind. Those in the lim- 
it bunch paced each other, and so did 
those in the second bunch, while Cooper 
and Bald gradually cut down the field. 

At the third mile Bald and Cooper 
finally caught Wells and the others, and 
all were soon bunched. Burke fell out 
on the second mile. Wells was out on 
the next mile. The rest of the race was 
fought all the way, and, at last, the 
finish came with lots of excitement. 

Bald wobbled through some way and 
won with a pretty margin. Close behind 
Cooper was Campbell, the Spokane 
man, who deserves much credit for his 
good ride to get third place.

THE POLICE COURT. 


Cuddy Trial. 

In an altercation over a dice game at 
a Spring-street cigar stand, Tuesday 
morning, H. B. Crandle got quite the 
worst of it. He was knocked down by 
one of the players, picked up by a po- 
liceman, who locked him up for being 
drunk, and yesterday in the Police 
Court was fined $3 for being drunk. 
William Phillips, Joe Bush and B. 8. 
Serano were fined $5 each for being in- 
toxicated. 

Joseph Phillips paid $15 fine for dis- 
turbing the peace. The ortginal charge 
against Phillips was discharging fire- 
arms. He is a Southern Pacific em- 
ployee, and has a permit to carry a re- 
volver, which he was showing to_some 
friends in Dogtown Tuesday evening, 
just as Deputy Constable Joe Mug- 
nemi was driving by. One of the party 
asked Phillips whether he could hit 
the hub of a wheel of Mugnemi's 
wagon. Phillips said “Yes,” and blazed 
away at it. Mugnemi thought he was 
being shot at, so jumped out of the 
vehicle and placed Phillips under ar- 
rest. The shootist tried to explain that 
it was all done in fun, but the officer 
could not see the humor of it, so he 
had Phillips taken into the Police 
Court and fined. 

Juan Rodriguez, t urloiner of .a 
bunch of red peppers, ound guilty 
of petty larency, and will be sentenced 
today. 

Mary Ann Perkins, the woman who 
fired off a revolver in Sanchez alley 
Monday evening while exhilarated by a 
jag, was fined $10, which she paid like 
a little man. 

Evidence was heard in the trial of 
Thomas J. Cuddy, charged with being 
drunk and disturbing the peace, after 
which Justice Morrison took the case 
under advisement. Mr. Cuddy was de- 
fended by Attorneys Ryan and Fitz- 
gerald. Deputy City Attorney Thomas 
conducted the prosecution. Officers 
Blackburn, Baker and several other 
witnesses testified that the ex-Chief of 
Police was drunk and used vulgar and 
profane language when Officer Black- 
burn ordered him to move on, s0 as not 
to obstruct the sidewalk. He also 
swore he would kill the officer if he at- 
tempted to arrest him, and threatened 
to strike him with his cane. Witnesses 
for Mr. Cuddy swore that he was not 
drunk, but was simply standing cn the 
curb talking to an old friend, when the 
officer came up and insulted him by or- 
dering him to get off the sidewalk, and 
otherwise interfering with his rights 
and liberty in a rude and unwarranted 
manner. The court will probably decide 
today whether Mr. Cuddy was really 
intoxicated or disturbed the peace, as 
alleged in the complaint. 


Fire Alarm Improvements. 


An improvement in the city fire-alarm 
service, which is intended to be made 
in the near future, is to have the loca- 
tions of the nearest keys plainly 
marked on a substantial card placed 
over the box. The fire department has 
been liberal in the distribution of firé- 
alarm box keys among people who are 
responsible, and keys have also been 
intrusted to people in the neighborhood 
of each of the boxes. 

The locations not being marked, 
however, about the boxes, sometimes 
occasions a loss of valuable time in get- 
ting a box unlocked so that an alarm 
may be turned in. It is also intended 
to have a strip painted a bright red en- 
circling each pole to which a fire- 
alarm box is attached. This will aid in 
finding the boxes. 


The Fire Was Suspicions. 


Some suspicious circumstances have 
developed in connection with the fire 
which occurred at the southwest corner 
of Fourth and Spring streets last Sun- 
day night. he flames. started inthe 
rear part of the restaurant kept by 
Frank Scanio, and burst through the 
frail wall into the oyster parlor kept 
by Doyle & Maurlin. The restaurant 
was kept open only during the day, 
but the oyster place was kept open all 
night. In the rear of the restaurant 
were one or two sleeping-rooms, and 
under a bed in one of these a lamp was 
found on the floor after the fire.

THE LICENSE TAX. 


DOUBTFUL WHETHER COUNCIL 
WOULD ADOPT THE MEASURE, 


Pasadena Basiness Men are Fight- 
ing it and There is Reason to 
Believe the Majority of the Coun- 
cil Would not Oppose Them. 


The talk in the Council and out of 
the City Council concerning the busi- 
ness license tax continues, but it is 
doubtful whether or not such a meas- 
ure would carry in the Council even. 
One member at least is known to op- 
pose the measure from principle, hav- 
ing always opposed it, and presented a 
Vigorous fight when the meastirre was 
before the Council a month ago. 

Another member, who has political 
aspirations, has been plainly informed 
by business men influential in politics 
that never again could he receive a 
nomination from the business men of 
Pasadena should he favor such a pol- 
icy, and he, from motives of prudence, 
will doubtless oppose the license. He 
has been observed to change front upon 
the subject recently. 

The News pertinently remarks: “It 
may not be known that the city has run 
behind about $50,000, and is getting 
worse every day, so to speak.” ‘The 
reason of this deficit is not quite plain 
to the taxpayers, for there has been less 
delinquency here in meeting taxes than 
in any other city of the United States, 
only about $500 of the something over 
$75,000 levied last year being delinquent. 
The city pays not a dollar for street 
work, except that connected with that 
portion of the City Engineer’s office 
that is not self-supporting, the sole 
moneys expended by the street depart- 
ment being for the keeping of the thor- 
oughfares in good condition, all new 
streets being opened by special assess- 
ment, and all widening, curbing, gutter- 
ing and other improvements of the sort 
being done at what may be considered | 
private expense, and not included in 
the estimate for the tax levy. 

The assessment this year is nearly 
$80,000, or about $8 per capita for 10,000 
inhabitants; but, as there are less than 
4000 householders and heads of fami- 
lies, the average of taxation is very 
high, considering also that not all 
heads of families are owners of prop- 
erty. Nowhere in California, in any 
city of the size, do rents in the business 
part of town command a better figure, 
and the business men thus pay a tax 
upon their business which is as high as 
they can afford. 

Those members of the Council who 
are actively engaged in business real- 
ize this, and do not desire to have bur- 
dens placed upon business men which 
would drive them elsewhere. The Trus- 
tees have been assured again and again, 
through the public prints and by private 
citizens, that the imposition of a business 
license tax would be bitterly opposed 
by all business men except those who 
desire to make a monopoly of their pe- 
culiar lines, and if the Council persists 
in an intention to foist upon the people 
a measure for which there is almost a 
unanimous sentiment of opposition, and 
attempts to enforce the same, it may 
find itself confronted with difficulties 
greater than that of running a city of 
10,000 inhabitants on $80,000 income.

Narrow Escape of the Owner from

Banks report money in active demand 
and firm; deposits keeping well up. 


OFFICE OF THE TIMES, 
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BANKS AND EXPRESS COMPA- 
NIES. ‘The increase in the rates for 
transportation of money by expres, 
which went into effect last month, is 
causing some friction between the 
banks and express companies in the 
Eastern and Western States. The -av- 
erage increase is about 25 per cent. be- 
tween Chicago and Eastern points, ond 
still higher to western points. The rea- 
son assigned for the increase is the 
heavy losses from train robberies in 
the West. 

Speaking of this, the Bankers’ Ency- 
clopedia says 

“This is really only another battle in 
the war between banks and express 
companies started last winter by the 
raising of the rates on the shipment of 
money from bank to bank. The mat- 
ter was taken up in various State bank 
associations. The truth is that tne ex- 
press companies have encroached upon 
the legitimate business of the tanks 
by the establishment of the money-or- 
der system. It is estimated that the 
express companies issued no less than 
seven million money orders last year. 
This represents an enormous amount of 
banking business. At least $500,000 of 
revenue was thus taken away from the 
banks. To a large extent the banks 
furnished the knife that was applied to 
their own throats, for until this ‘war’ 
they cashed those express orders when 
presented over their counters. Last 
May the 300 banks of Texas took the 
initiative by adopting a ‘reciprocal 
draft,’ which any one of their number 
would cash, at the same time agreeing 
not to cash express money orders. This 
policy might be adopted and made 
practicable for the banks of the whole 
country, an not merely one State. 
The Texas idea is a good one, vonly it 
should be nationalized.”’ 

The banks of Michigan have decided 
to take a hand in the fight, and are 
actually engaged in a very spirited cun- 
test with the express companies, pro- 
voked in part, as stated, by the recent 
raise in the cost of transmitting money, 
and in part by the general belief that 
the express companies have been try- 
ing, as alleged, to do a banking busi- 
ness by the help of the banks, It is 
said the whole matter will be brought 
up for considration at the next yearly 
meeting of the National Bankers’ As- 
sociation. 


COMMERCIAL. 

APPLES FROM NEVADA. The 
Simpson & Hack Fruit Company of 
Los Angeles report the arrival today 
of five carloads of .apples from. the 
State of Nevada. The shipment is 
composed of winter varieties compris- 
ing such as the Spitzenberg, King, 
Winesap and others. They were grown 
on high altitudes in the Sierra Ne- 
vada and, it is asserted, would favor- 
ably compare with the same varieties 
of Eastern growth. This js the first 
shipment of the kind made, from the 
State of Nevada direct to l¢ e- 
les. 


FOREIGN ORANGES. Advices from 
New York received to day are t the 
effect that Jamaica oranges are ar- 
riving in improved condition, but shi 
ments are attended with considera 


risk. Prices in the New York market |. 


have advanced $1.50 to $2 a barrel, re- 
packed selling as high as $7 a barrel. 
Auction prices for Jamaicas range 
from $3.75 to $6.50 a barrel. 

The arrival at New York of some 
Sicily oranges was also reported but 
they proved pale and sour and went 
for about $2 a box, $2.30 being the 
best price obtained. There are afloat 
at the present time from the Medit- 
erranean 26,300 boxes. 

A telegram received at the offices of 
a shipping firm in this city today from 
Chicago announced the arrival in that 
city of the first carload of Florida or- 
anges this season. The dispatch 
stated that the fruit had a good ap- 
pearance and seemed to be of good 
quality, but that examination showed 
a loss of not less than 15 per cent. in 
ehrinkage. The shipment came from 
the Manatee River country in the 
southern part of Florida. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


VENEZUELA TRADE. The trouble 
between Great Britain and Venezuela 
over the British Guiana border and 
the expressed desire of the United 
States to see fair play in the matter 
invests the doings of Venezuela with 
more than ordinary interest. 

United States -Consul Plumacher, 
writing from Maracaibo, Venezuela, re- 
ports that the trade of the United 
States with the little South American 
republic has materially improved dur- 
ing the last year, showing an increase 
of $3,500,000. 

Consul Plumacher attributes this in- 
crease largely to the good will enter- 
tained by the Venezuelans for the peo- 
ple of the United States. He says that 
in the United States they see a friend, 
which is a friend also to all America. 
He adds: “The Venezuelan government 
would be glad to grant most favorable 
concessions to companies or individuals 
from the United States who come to 
that country in good faith for the pur- 
pose. The commercial fleld is now 
open,” and urges the merchants and 
manufacturers of the United States “to 
commence an energetic campaign to 
capture the trade of Venezuela, which 
has been held for years by European 
rivals.” 


AN AFRICAN EXPOSITION. United 
States Consul Roberft E. Pooley in a 
report to the State Department, Wash- 
, says: 
proposed to hold an agricul- 
tural exhibition in Freetown early in 
January, 1896, when prizes will be 
awarded for the best specimens of na- 
tive products, such as palm oil, palm 
kernels, rubber, ginger, coffee, cassava, 
benniseed, rice, copra, cotton, yams, 
sweet and Irish potatoes, corn, kitchen 
vegetables, farm and domestic animals, 
dairy products, poultry, and farming 
implements, native and foreign. Great 
hapes are entertained that es a result 
of this exhibition and others to follow, 
more earnest and far-reaching efforts 
will be directed to the cultivation of 
the land and the search for mineral 
wealth, which, in the too ardent and 
now profitless pursuit of shopkeeping 
and street hawking, has been so la- 
mentably neglected since the founda- 
tion of the colony over a hundred years 
ago.” 

Speaking of the use and demand for 
implements in that country, he says: 

“There seems to be a probability that 
in the near future Sierra Leone may 
become a fairly good customer for 
American agricultural implements, ma- 
chinery for hulling corn and rice, clean- 
ing cotton, and crushing palm kernels: 
also, Other labor-saving machinery, ’as 
industries become more developed, and 
the primitive means of transporta- 
tion—canoe and head load—are super- 
seded by the iron horse andthe steam 
launch.”

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


Complications Arising Over an As- 
sesament—City Trustees. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 4.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) A pecullar com- 
plication has arisen in the office of the 
County Tax Collector. It seems that 
George Crafts is the owner of 515 acres 
of land. Through an error the land 
Was assessed at $60 and $70 per acre, 
when $10 per acre would have been a 
high valuation. The owner did not 
appear before the Board of Equaliza- 
tion to make application for a reduction 
of the assessment, and the taxes on the 
land were accordingly fig@red at a 
little over $1100, when a assessment 
of $10 per acre, the tax would be a 
little less than $200. The case was pre- 
sented to the Supervisors, and al- 
though they agreed to have the tax 
lowered to the equitable amount, no 
official action was taken. The assess- 
ment as made was thereafter stricken 
out with red ink, and over it was writ- 
ten the figures as lowered. After this 
had been done the tax was paid and a 
receipt taken. Meantime the District 
Attorney had advised the Supervisors 
that such reduction would be illegal, 
and they decided to withdraw their 
consent. They informed the deputy 
Tax Collector, who had aided in mak- 
ing the alterations, to that effect, and 
he asked the man who had the receipt 
to return it, but he refused to do so. 
How the complication will be cleared 
remains to be seen. 

WITH THE CITY TRUSTEES. 

H. R. Travilla, the proprietor of the 
Office saloon, in which James 
claimed he lost a sum of money two 
weeks ago, has been cited to appear 
before the Board of City Trustees, and 
show cause why his license should not 
be revoked. At the meeting of the 
board last night the affidavit of Irvin 
was presented to the board, and a 
motion was at once made that Travilla 
be cited to appear, and Thursday even- 
ing was named as the time when the 
hearing will be held. 

There is therefore 4 prospect of a very 
lively session of the board that night. 
Mr. Travilla will, of course, be repre- 
sented by legal talent, and it gees 
without saying that the fight against 
the revoking of his license will be a 
bitter one.

He has taken out his 
first papers, but has not yet attained 
the rank of citizenship, and therefore 
cannot hold the office, necessitating an- 
other choice. 

Dr. Rene was present and reported 
the ye of the investigations made 
by the Board of Health with reference 
to meat sold, and milk delivered in 
the city, and the Board of Trustees in- 
structed Dr. Rene to purchase e 
nece apparatus for making tests 
of milk. The board also instructed City 
Attorney Allison to draw an ordinance 
in accordance with the regeommenda- 
tions from the Board of Health. This 
covers the milk, veal and sausage. It 
gives the standard test below which 
milk must not fall, prohibits the sale 
of veal under six weeks of age, 
and provides penalties for the sale of 
adulterated sausage. 

City Trustee Ham called attention to 
the fact that Street Superintendent 
Flory’s report showed an expenditure 
of over $800 in November, and that the 
money apportioned to that department 
would be exhausted long before the 
year was out, if the rate of expenditure 
was continued. It was stated by the 
Street Committee that a number of 
men had been discharged at the end 
of the month, and that expenses would 
be lessened.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 
The Condition of Affairs in the Past 


Week. 


The weather crop bulletin of South- 
ern . California, for the week ending 
Monday, December 2, as compiled by 
Observer George E. Franklin, reports: 

Cool weather prevailed during the 
past week, with infrequent frosts in the 
early morning, which did no harm ex- 
cept to tender vegetation in ¢«xposed 
places. Rain fell Thursday night, and 
on Friday, mostly in local showers, 
which were quite heavy in the northern 
districts, where pastUre was greatly 
benefited by the moisture. The rain- 
fall was lighter in the southern sec- 
tions, and, while it was beneficial to 
vegetation, the precipitation was not 
sufficiently heavy to start plowing for 
grain seeding. The cool weather is 
tending to retard the ripening of or- 
anges, which a few weeks since prom- 
ised to be in market this season much 
earlier than usual. Some have been 
picked and sent to Eastern points, but 
several weeks will yet elapse before 
the season fairly begins. 

San Luis Obispo county—Musick: 
The fine rain commencing Thursday 
evening has saved pasture from drying 
out. The precipitation was 1.91 inches. 

Santa Barbara county—Goleta: The 
first three days of the week were warm 
with cool nights, and frost in some 
places; on Thursday night .80 of an inch 
of rain fell, followed by clear weather. 

Ventura county—Bardsdale: The 
weather was cold with light frosts the 
past week, which did no harm. Half an 
inch of rain fell Thursday night. The 
corn crop has been gathered with fair 
results. 

Los Angeles county — Los Angeles 
city: Cooler weather than the average 
prevailed the past week, the tempera- 
ture showing a deficiency of 2 deg., as 
compared with the normal. The highest 
temperature was 76 deg.; lowest, 40 
deg.; .36 of an inch of rain fell Novem- 
ber 29.

Verdugo: As with the two 
previous rains, the fall of watér last 
week was inadequate to start plowing. 
Frosty nights continue in many local- 
ities. Oranges, which promised, a few 
weeks ago, to ripen considerably earlier 
than usual, will be kept back by cold 
nights. Pasadena: The weather has 
been very variable; a good rain fell on

November 29, but more is needed. Frost 
occurred from November 25 to 28, in- 
clusive, dol no especial harm. Po- 
mona: Last Friday was a day of rain, 
and was followed by clear weather and 
a couple of frosty mornings, but not to 
the injury of anything except very ten- 
der vegetation. The sky is overcast 
today, with indications of rain, which is 
much needed for plowing. For two 
weeks past oranges have been slowly 
coloring. 

Orange county—Capletrano: Highest 
temperature, 60 deg.; lowest, 40 deg.; 
rainfall, .40 of an inch: frost formed 
daily from the 25th to the 28th of No- 
vember.
